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Explanatory Note 


( This does not form part of the Direction but is intended to indicate its 
general purport). 

According to the Direction in rule 9 (b ) of the Directions for the prepara 
tion of electoral rolls of the local bodies issued in G.O. (Ms.) 109 /78 /LA & SW 
dated 9-5-1978 the supervisors engaged for supervision work of Enumerators 
in connection with the preparation of electoral rolls for panchayat areas, 
may be paid remuneration at the rate of 25 paise per occupied house in the 
plains and 30 paise per occupied house in the hill arcas specific in the Kerala 
Service Rules, subject to a maximum remuneration of sixty rupees in the plains 
and seventy rupees in thehilly areas. The supervisor is expected to check 10 % 
of the houses enumerated . The above rate of remuneration with maximum 
ceiling was fixed when an Enumerator was allotted on an average of 300 
houses. 

The Directions have since been amended in G.O.(Ms.) 121/78 / 
LA & SW dated 24-5-1978 to the effect that each enumerator shall be allotted 
on an average of 500 houses. Government have therefore decided that the 
maximum remuneration admissible to the supervisors may be enhanced 
correspondingly to Rs. 100 in the plains and Rs. 120 in the hilly areas. 

This amendment is intended to achieve the above object.

In the said Rules. 

in rule 5 (1) for the words " Seventy fivemeters" the words " fifty meters" 
shall be substituted . 

( ii ) the following proviso shall be added at the end namely " provided 
that in the case of concrete vaults the distance shall be twenty five meters 
from any human habitation " .

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Explanatory Note 
( This does not form part of the Notification but is intended to indicate 
its general purport). 

As per the existing rules no burning and burial ground shall be located 
within a distance of 75 meters from any human habitation . Government 
have suggested to amend the said rule by reducing the distance limit from 
75 meters to 50meters and to grant permission for the construction of concrete 
vault at a distance of 25 meters from the human habitation . The Director 
of Panchayats , the Director of Municipalities, the Director of Health Services 
and the District Collectors have agreed to the suggestion putforth by 
Government.
